3. Claims 8, 13-16, and 24-31 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record fails to teach a semiconductor manufacturing apparatus, comprising a wafer 
support with a tapered lateral side supporting an edge of a wafer from below, a stage, 
wafer clamps, a holder accommodating said clamps, and a seat accommodating said 
holder, wherein male threads are formed at an outside surface of said holder and 
female threads that mesh with said male threads are formed at an inside surface 
of said seat. The prior art of record also fails to teach a semiconductor manufacturing 
apparatus, comprising a wafer support with a tapered lateral side supporting an edge of 
a wafer from below, a stage, wafer clamps, and a positioning jig to be employed for 
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positioning said wafer clamps, the jig comprising a recess fitting that fits onto said 
stage and a lateral side that comes into contact with the wafer clamps to specify 
their position. The prior art of record further fails to teach methods of securing a 
wafer employing the above-described apparatuses.
